Paris, December 7.—The Catholic 
church {n ‘France is’ now faced by a 
split among the priesthood on. the 
auestion of marriage by priests. A 
New national church, to be known as 
the French Official Catholic church. 
has been formed, and following the 
old traditiong of the Roman church, 
has selectéd its own bishop in the per- 
son of Abbe Maxime Adrot, who four 
years ago married one of the parish- 
joners in a village in the Seine-et- 
Marne district. 

The first chapel edifice is now be- 
ing prepared. In this the married 
priests who have been prohibited by 
the order of Rome from celebrating 
mass or other ritual will’ carry on 
Catholie doctrines on the’ Apostolic 
basis a8 in the Roman clhirch, but 
will no longer recognize the pope’s 
dictation as ,nal, the papal inetitu- 
tion, however; being considered on 
a base of equality with the French 
church. Abbe Adrot is to be conse- 
crated as bishop in a few weeks by 
an assembly of 300 priesta ‘who have 
defied Rome’s injunction against 
marriage, and who have formed the 
nucleus of the new church. 

It is estimated that there are sev- 
eral thousand married priests: in 
France, and all are anxious to resume 
their holy duties under the new re-

William: Cosgrave was the first to 
be sworn. The formal oath of alle- 


‘ giance. was primarily to the constitu- 


tion of the Irish Free State and. then 
to King George as the -head of. the 
people forming the British common- 
wealth. When the ceremony was 
completed, Professor Hayes: was re- 
elected “speaker 
president of the dail. 

Only two of the five Irish ‘signa- 
tories of the treaty; Eamonn J. Dugan 
and George. Cavan Duffy, (took the 
oath. Of the others, Arthur Griffith 
and .Michael Colline are dead, .and 
Robert C. Barton is in jail as a rebel. 


MEMBER TO REFUSE OATH 


M. Gaffney, member for Carlow, 
who was the only member of the dail 
to vote against the constitution, it is 
expected will refuse the oath, thus 
leaving his constituency, unrepresen- 
ted. - 
LABOR ACCEPTS OATH 

The Labor party authorized its 
leader to make a statement explaining 
its acceptance of the oath. The oath 
they looked upon as implying no obli- 
gation other’than the obligation rest- 
ing upon any person in accepting the 
principle of citizenship.

(COSGRAVE SPEAKS 


William Cosgrave, in acknowledging 
his election as president, expressed 
regret that twelve months which 
might have been spent in securing 
the fruits of Ireland's struggle has 
‘been wasted in, resisting what he 
termed the mad efforts of those who 
had called upon the people to throw 
aside those fruits and re-enter battle. 

Mr. Cosgrave paid warm tribute to 
the British, who, he said, once the 
treaty was signed, never had tried to 
whittle it ‘down one fota, but had 
stood by the letter and spirit of their 
bargain with scrupulous and unde- 
viating good faith. He then read the 
following telegram from Andrew 
Bonar Law, the British prime minis- 


ter: 
BONAR LAW MESSAGE 
“On the inauguration of the 

Irish Free State, I desire on be- 
half of my colleagues and myself 
to convey to‘you a message of 
greeting and good-will. You'may 
be assured that we, on our side, 
will do all that Hes in our power 
to further the common interests 
that we both have in view— 
peace and prosperity to Ireland 
and lasting concord .between the 
two countries” $7 

Mr. Cosgrave, as regards northeast 
Ulster, said the people there were 
bound by the treaty in honor and their 
northern policy muét be continued in 
accordance with it. He said that if 
Ulster remained out, the treaty clear- 
ly provided what was to happen, and 
he would act accordingly, not forget- 
ting the solemn pledges to large sec- 
tions of the six counties which desired 
to enter the Free State, as had been 
proved by the recent elections in 
Tyrone and Fermanagh. 

NAMES CABINET 

After his address, Mr . Cosgrave 
nominated the following six minis- 
ters, as constituting with him an 
executive council: Kevin O'Higgins, 
minister of home affairs; Richard 
Mulcahy, defense; Prof. John Mat: 
Neill, education; Ernest Blythe, local 
government; Joseph McGrath, indus- 
try, commerce, and labor, and Des. 
mond Fitzgerald, foreign affairs. 

The ministers. not in the cabinet 
will be agriculture, fisheries and post- 
office. \In addition there will be an 
assistant minister of labor, an indus 
trial commissioner and one l{ason offi- 
cer between the lower housé and the 
senate.

Mr. Cosgrave later announced his 
list of 30 nominations of senators.

Most people underestimate “the 
value of a woodlot. A New York man 
who made a planting of white pine 
has been offered $500 an’acre for the 
timber on the stump. Under favour- 
able conditions an acre of white pine 
will average a-growth of one thous- 
and feet a year, which is not bad

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THE PICCARILLO AND 
LASSANDRO TRIAL 


-All over the country the trial and 
conviction of Piccarillo and Mrs. Las- 
sandro for the murder of Constable 
‘Lawson Have -aroused extreme inter- 
est: As the presiding judge said to 
the jury, after the verdict of guilty 
had been rendered, any other verdict 
would have been a miscarriage of jus- 
tice. ‘The murder was done deliber- 
ately, without premeditation and in 
cold blood. The accused were most 
ably defended, but no extenuating or 
excusing circumstance could be 
brought out in their favor. They now 
await the decision of the responsibie 
authorities as to their fate, and the 
only thing to be said in this respect 
is‘that it'seems as if the delay cus- 
tomarily allowed in the West between 
sentence and the date fixed for execu- 
tion {s unnecessarily and cruelly long 
in. these days of rapid and certain 
communications. 

‘ We note with entire approval that 
‘ Mr. Justice Walsh, thg presiding 
judge, while awaiting the return of 
the verdict, administered a stern warn- 
‘ing to all present in court against 
any. demonstration of either approval 
or disapproval on the announcement 
of the verdict. Our courts should be 
entirely free from anything approach- 
ing to an Ktmosphere of passion, sen- 
timent or popular feeling of any kind. 
In the present case wild rumours have |, 
been afloat as to _ the influences 
sought to be brought to bear to affect 
the decision in the case. Whether 
these rumours were true or false, it 
is a matter for public satisfaction 
that the issue of the trial has demon- 
strated that justice can still be en- 
forced here with speed and certainty. 
~The evidence given at the trial and 
‘the. discussion provoked by it, have 
brought to light a state of affairs in 
the south of the province which is dis- 
quieting. Piccarillo seems to have 
been known long beforg the murder 
as an illicit Nquor dealer. He is said 
to have grown rich—very ,rich—on the 
proceeds of his activities. He had 
confederates, associates and rivals in 
the traffic in large numbers. ‘Their 
attitude towards the law, and the 
_police who are trying to enforce the 
law, was one of open defiance, and it 
would almost seem from the circum- 
stances of the murder, of something 
like contempt. ‘Now the existence of 
these people, their financial success, 
and hardly disguised manner in 
which they carried on their traffic, 
point to something seriously amiss in 
feneral conditions. Kither there 
exiats in the south a population per- 
haps mainly associated with the min- 
es, which is markedly criminal and 
lawless in {ts tendencies, or the vol- 
ume of public opinion against the 
present prohibition law Is very large i 
‘indeed. In either case the result is | 
deplorable. We called attention re- 
cently to the vital necessity of public 
support for the maintenance of law} 
and order. That support seeme 
Nargely lacking at the present time 
either among certain sections of the 
community or with respect to certain 
sections of the law. The authorities 
and the public would do well to con- 
sider the significance of this state of 
things with a view to possible action.

WESTERN ROUTE 
FOR GRAIN MAY 
BE PERMANENT 


Ottawa, December 7.—UDuring the 
past few days, Hon. H. J. King, min- 
ister of public works, has been in 
Montreal making a thorough inspec- 
tion of the grain shipping facilities 
and other harbor developments there, 
with a view to securing information 
which may be of value in connection 
with coming developments at Van- 
couver. In order that the same may 
proceed along the most effective lin- 
es, it is his intention to ask the 
Vancouver Harbor Board to come ‘o 
Montreal shortly after the New Year, 
to make an inspectfon of the port 
facilities there with the same object 
In view. 

It is evident that no start can be 
made on developments at Vancouver 
until this and some other preliminary 
work has been accomplished. In the 
first instance formal application will 
bave to be made by the Vancouver 
Harbor Board for a transfer of the 
elevator, and before further construc- 
tion can be proceeded with, funds 
must be granted by parliament, which 
cannot be done before the coming 
session. The only funds now in the 
treasury of the board fe about $700,- 
900, which Is ear-marked for the Bal- 
lantyne pier. 

There {is now a very pronounced 
sentiment in the trade and commerce, 
public works and marine departments, 
which are all intimately concerned in 
this matter, that development of the 
grain export business via the Pacilic 
is to be large and traffic permanent, 
and it is belleved that ultimately the 
bulk of the grain from Moose Jaw 
and Saskatocn westward will be shij- 
ped via B. C. ports.

THE HOSPTAL REPORT) 


‘Ald. E. Mi ‘smith; “Chairman of the 
Hospital Board, presented the follow- 
ing annual’ report: at the citizens’ 
meeting on Friday; evening, December 
ist, and as it is‘of..vital interest to 
every person in the city, we take the 
liberty of publishing it in full: : 


To the Ratepayers: ‘of the City of Red 
Deer: 


In view of:the fact that.the manage- 
ment of the Hospital was taken over 
this year entirely ‘by the -City Coun- 
cil and a committee therefrom sore 
to handle, affairs of this institution, I 
feel it my duty to give a detailed re- 
port of the changes instituted by the 
new commiseion, «°° 

Facing a heavy deficit from the pre- 
vious year, we considered that some- 
thing must be done to reduce the cost 
of operation of our. Hospital, and inas- 
much as none ofthe members..form- 
ing the commission were experienced 
in Hospital matters, we decided. that 
for the best interests of all concerned 
we should ask the:opinion of some ex: 
pert, and in doing-so selected the Sec- 
retary.of the Municipal Hospitals for 
the Province of Alberta, whom. we 
considered to be the best authority 
within the province. ‘At our request, 
Mr. Whiston came to Red Deer and 
with the Commission went over ‘the en- 
tire Hospital. 

It was finally decided that our Hos- 
pital was toolarge for our present re- 
quirements, and we decided to reduce 
same temporarily by ten beds. This 
necessitated the closing of the top 
floor, and removing the staff’s quar- 
ters to the ground floor. 

It was then decided that to continue 
our policy in the most efficient manner 
it would be necessary to make a 
change in our staff, which we did, and 
Miss Bonello was selected as’ lady 
superintendent. We immediately re- 
duced the professional staff,. and the 
balance of the staff accordingly, mak- 
ing a reduction in our monthly pay- 
roll from $795 to approximately $495, 
or a saving of $300 per month in sal- 
aries. In thig connection I might 
state that our professional staff, in 
fact our entire staff, is reduced at all 
times in accordance with the number 
of patients to be served,that we found 
it was more economical to add to our 
in- 
creased. , 

We found that the\ laundry depart- 
ment, on account of its ‘being so poor- 
ly equipped, was a big leakage inthe 
institution. We took this matter up 
with the Ladies’ Hospital Aid, and 
through their efforts were able to 
place ‘a modern washing machine, a 
modern boiler and two electric irons 
in the laundry room, which brought 
our laundry department to a_ high 
state of efficiency, and in doing so we 
were able to reduce the cost of our 
laundry department approximately 
$800 per year, as our laundry now 
costs us $600 per year, which formerly 
cost around $1400. 

ll of the wards were repainted, in- 
cluding walls, woodwork, floors and 
the beds enamelled. A great deal of 
this work was done by the staff. 

The kitchen, pantry and dining- 
room were re-painted and the base- 
ment whitewashed. A great amount 
of this work also was done by the 
staff. 

All the endowed wards were re- 
fitted in linen, curtains, etc., by the 
various ‘aésociations, namely: 

The Balmoral Ladies’ Hospital Aid. 

Horn Hill Hospital Aid. 

‘Alexandra Club. 

Clearview Women’s Institute. 

Mr. Stone. 

Mrs. H. L. Gaetz. 

1.0.D.E. 

We are very thankful to these orga- 
nizations and individuals for the co- 
operation and the interest they have 
shown during the year in our hospitai. 

The nursery, which in the past was 
practically a nonentity, was re-fur. 
nished completely by the nursing 
staff, and today we have a very bright 
nursery for the little folks. 

Through the efforts of the C.P.R. 
employees and the medical profession, 
we were able to purchase a modern 
electric sterilizer for the operating 


room. This was very necessary, as! 


our old sterilizer was obsolete, and it 
neceseitated carrying all the water 
used in the operating room from the 
lower floors. 

‘Our lady superintendent, Miss Bon- 
ello, decided that if the commission 
would purchase a cow, she could effect 
quite a saving in our milk and cream 
supply. A cow was purchased at her 
suggestion, and we find that it is 
effecting a saving in this department 
of practically $30 per month. The 
city was good enough to erect a barn 
for ue from old ..material which the 
city had around the town, and they 
also erécted a fence around the pas- 
ture. I want to mention here, and at 
the same time thank the city for the 
root cellar that they built, on account 
of the considerable difficulty with our 
vegetables depreciating in the cellar 
of the hospital, owing to the warmth 
there. We now have a very modern 
root cellar and I am glad to state that 
it is sufficiently stocked to carry us 
over the winter. The majority of our 
stock of vegetables has been donated 
by various individuals in the commun- 
ity. The Hospital staff has canned 
sufficient fruits, pickles, ete., to prac- 
tically carry us over winter. We 
found that this affected a great sav- 
ing in the purchasing of such  sup- 
plies. 

At the present time we feel that our 
hospital today is in as good shape as 
possible. It is indeed gratifying to cee 
the present equipment as compared 
to that which we found when taking 
over the Hospital. This equipment, 
as I have before mentioned, has been 
supplied almost entirely through do- 
nations by the various organizations 
and individuals in the community. 

In reference to the 'financing of the 
Hospital, we found that it was im- 
perative that a change in this direc- 
tion should be made immediately. We 
decided to place the Hospital on as 
nearly a cash basis as was possible 
We insisted that on every patient en- 
tering the Hospital, a week's fees in 
advance must be paid, excepting pa- 
tients for whom We looked to the 
municipalities for payment, or those 
whom we considered indigents. We 
have been able to carry out this pol-i 
icy almost to a letter, and in’ every 
instance where we have not secured 
the advance payment, we have taken 
advantage of the regulations in the 
Hospital Act whereby we have noti- 
fled the municipality from which the 
j patient came that we were holding 
them responsible. In this manner 
our ‘accounts have been practically 

secured.

tal was brought into the city offices, 

Mr. Stephenson having been appointed 
Secretary-Treasurer. | On receiving 
the books of the Hospital, we found 
that they were lacking in the detail 
required to procure the highest 
efficiency from the institution. Con- 
sequently a compléte new system of 
books was installed, and from the 
present system We are in a position 
at all times to have an accurate rec: 
ord of the:entire operatione of the 
Hospital. 

To date we have been unable to col- 
lect the , outstanding accounts that 
were owing the Hospital. prior to 
January 1, 1922, owing to the fact that 
the majority of these outstanding 
were charged to various municipali- 
ties,and the proper pressure had ap- 
parently never been brought upon the 
municipalities for payment, and in.a 
great many instances our accounts 
were, deferred from.one meeting to 


| another with no satisfactory results 


to us. At the present time we have 
this matter up -with the Department 
-of Municipal Hoepitals, and they have 


‘given us their assurance that they 


will take this matter up with the 
municipaltiés and ineist upon {imme- 
‘diate settlement of the accounts 
which the municipaHties admit the 
lability. ‘On these outstandings, 
which are approximately $10,000, we 
consider that’ we will be very fortu- 
nate in receiving settlement for 50 
percent. Undoubtedly the balance 
will have! 'to ‘be charged to suspense, 
as they cover accounts ‘back a@ far as 
1913 and in a great many instances 
th, debtors have left the country. 

We wish to state that today the 
Hospital is more than paying its own 
way, which you will note from the 
statement as shown in the annual re- 
port. I also wish to draw the at- 
tention of the ratepayers to the effi- 
ciency of the lady superintendent, not 
only profeséeionally, but as a business 
woman. If you. will note the time she 
took over the superintending of the 
Hospital, you will see in practically 
every month. that the earnings have 
exceeded the expenditure. As an in- 
dication of her marked business abil- 
ity and the keen grasp she has on her 
overhead expense, I would refer you 
to the month of October this year, 
from which you will note that the 
earnings of the Hospital .dropped to 
$904.00 and the expenditures to 
$902.75. This will prove to you con- 
clueively that at alt times the over- 
head expense is reduced to conform 
with the earnings of the institutino. 


During the year the city advanced 


the Hospital $6,000, which “was used 
in payment of pressing Nabilities car- 
ried over from the previous year. The 
items taken over from last year 
against which this $6,000 was applied 
were accounts payablg to the amount 
of $5,550.72, bills payable of $801.75, 
cheques iesued in ‘December of last 
year, and paid from this year’s rev- 
; enue amounting to $1237.45, and not- 
jes under discount which were charged 
‘back to our account this year amount- 
Ing to $1011.90, a total of $8601.82. I 
might further state that at the pres- 
ent time, with the exception of one 
account, all the local accounts are 
paid to November 1st, November ac- 
‘counts not having yet been rendered. 

I wish to thank the Ladies’ Hospital 
Aid for the efforts they have made 
in assisting the hospita] in whatever 
way they could. They have worked 
untiringly, and we thoroughly appre- 
ciate the efforte they have put forth. 
There is no denying the fact that the 
Hospital today would not be in the 
state of efficiency that it is, were it 
not for the assistance given us by 
the Hospital Aid. I also wish to 
thank the various other organizations 
and individauls who have contributed, 
in so many ways, towards its success, 
either by donations or interest taken 
{In the operation of our Hospital. . 

I would like to Impress on the vari- 
ous ratepayers that the Hospital is 
their Hospital, and that I would like 
to see a little more interest taken in 


jit by the ratepayers. The lady super- 


intendent at all times will welcome 
anyone at the Hospital, and will glad- 
ly show them throughout the institu- 
tion. It indeed would be interestiing 
to our ratepayers to visit the Hospital 
and become acquainted with the actual 
operating of same. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank Mr. 
‘L. J. Porter for the services rendered 
as secretary-treasurer up to the time 
that the books were taken into the 
city office. These services were ren- 
dered without remuneration and are 
deeply appreciated. I also wish to 
thank tha other members of the 
commission who so faithfully execut- 
ed their duty during the past year in 
connection with our Hospital work.
